Esq., of New York, (a native of York, 
Pa.,) contributed to the Herald of that 
city, an original paper of great inter- 
est, under the title of "Mason and 
'JDixon Line."—"The Days of Old in 
Little York —Lord Baltimore and the 
Pena family.—Tbe Star-Gazer's Stone. 
—The Old Survey and tbe Old Survey- 
ors.—Bancroft Corrected.—The .Revolu- 
tion.—Fort Washington.—Uol. James 
D. Graham's Survey." A copy of this 
old paper recently came into our pos- 
session ; and a re-publication of it, in 
connection with the present movement 
to restore the old markers, will be of 
interest. Mr. Bacon writes, in part: 


In oldeu days, York, Pennsylvania 


was tbe only town of note west of th 
tiunquubtinua and north of Baltimore 
i.ts inhabitants were conspicuous

York was tue noine of many of th

I 
was then known as York Town,or inor 
familiarly aa "Little 
VorK," to dis 


tiugujsn it from its greater namesake 
New York. Tne American Oougres 
rt-aa iu session here rrom September 30 
1777, till June 27, 1778, while the Bridal, 
aiuiy Held possession ot JPuiladelyhia. 


PIBVIOUS to the Involution, it wa 


noted as i.he ceutie where weie organized 
the surveying parties who ran the line 
between tne pioviuces ot Maryland am 
Pennsylvania, in 
1760-03, aud 
wh' 


dually, from 17U3 tu 17B8, aided iu carry 
ing out tne decree of Jdoies LI., which 
was the basis of settlement between tbe 
couflioting claims ot Lord Baltimore aud 
VYuliatn Penu to tue adjoining portioni 
or. tbe above named provinces. 


In 1722 tue Peuna began LO push thei: 


settlements west ot tbe Susquebauna 
dud laid out Spnogettsbury manor, (iu 
which Yorktown la situated), in the 
present county of York, with a view, by 
granting titles, to occupy the debated 
ground against the encioachments then 
already commenced, of the Baltimore 
colonists. 


The famous Oapt. Thomas Urenap wai 


a noted champion of Maryland in those 
days, and was a squatter at Wright's 
Ferry, on tbe west bank of the Susque- 
tianna. 
The details of the calebrated 


fl^bt at that place, of himself and son 
(afterwards Oapt. Michael Cresap, the 
slayer of Logan, the Mingo chief,) with 
the Pennsylvanians in 1739, in which 
Thomas Oresap was captured, and led 
a fettered but defiant captive, in tri 
umphal procession into Lancaster, po- 
sesses ;. romatic interest. 


So fierce became the strife on the 


borders of these settlements that at last, 
in 1760, Frederick, Lord Baltimore (the 
gieat-grandaon of Cecllius Calvert) and 
Thomas aud Klchard Penn (the grand- 
sons of William Penn) each named com- 
missioners to carry into effect tbe de- 
craes, the execution of which, upon 
various pretexts had been delayed for ao 
many years. 


In 1739 the flrst commission bad been 


organized to run a temporary 
line 


dividing the provinces, but their labors 
were interrupted and the results were 
not satisfactory. 


The principal surveyors of 1760 63, as 


appears from tbe names subscribed each 
day to the minutes on flle in the archives 
at Annapolis, were John Lukens and 
Archibald McGlean on the part of the 
Penns, and Thomas Garnett and Jona 
than Hall on the part ot Lord Baltimore 
John F. A. Prigga afterwards held Gar- 
nett's position. Their assistants were 
Archibald Emory, John Watson, John 
Stapler and William Shankland, togeth- 
er with a number ot McOleanj, aa will 
be further seen. 


The duties of these surveyors, in ac- 


cordance with tbe agreement of the Pio 
prietariefl, and a decree of James 11 , 
und of Lard Ohancellor Hardwicke iu 
1750, were as follows : "To begin at 
Oape Henlopen (!>) and run a line due 
west lo a point midway between that 
Cape and the shore of Chesapeake Bay.'' 
(The distance ot Ibis line across the 
opninsula was found to be 69 miles and 
298 perches, and, of course, the distance 


f the "middle point" was 34 miles and 


309 perches.) 


From this "middle point" a line was 


to be run northerly in such direction 
that it should be tangent to a circle 
whose centre was decided to be the cen- 
tre of the Court-House at New Castle, 
Delaware, and wboae radius should be 
twelve English statute miles, measured 
horizontally. From the tangent point 
of contact of the northerly line with the 
periphery of the circle the line was to be 
continued due north, until it should 
reach a point fifteen English statute 
miles measured horizontally, south of 
the parallel of latitude of the most 
southern part of Philadelphia. 


From tbe northern extremity of the 


said due north line, a line was to be run 
due west continuing upon a parallel of 
latitude, until tbe western limits of 
Pennsylvania and 
Maryland should 


respectively be reached, which was de- 
fined to be five degrees of longitude west 
of the Biver Delaware. 


Also, tbat In case eaid due north line, 


from the tangent of the circle of New 
Castle, shall break in upon the said circle, 
in such case so mucb of the said circle as 
sball be cut off by tbe said line shall 
belong to and be part of the county of 
New Castle. (See Col. Graham's report.) 
Tbe above mentioned northerly line 
from tbe "middle point" to the tangent 
point was found to be eighty one miles, 
seventy-eight chains and thirtj links. 


Tbe commissioners and surveyors met 


at New Caatle on tbe 19sh of November, 
1760, and soon afterwards commenced 
their operations. In order to ascertain 
th» probable course of tbe northerly line, 


they ran a due north experimental line 
through the forest from the "middle 
point" of the peninsula (which they had 
ascertained) until they arrived at a point 
nearly opposite Newcastle, Ta is line 
was about eighty miles in length. Then 
diverging on a line to New Oastle, they 
were able to calculate the approxi- 
mate course of their northerly line, 
which they tuen proceeded to run from 
the same "middle point." Then, having 
surveyed tueir twelve mile radius from 
New Oastle Court-House, they lixed the 
Tangent Point. 


It is evident tbat iu these preliminary 


operations, running through primeval 
woods, over a large extent of country, 
and measuring by chain and (over rough 
grouuu) wttu a rod, these early surveyors 
labored 
under 
many 
disadvantages. 


Born and brought up in out- forests, like 
the young surveyor Gaorge Washington, 
while they were no t lacking m the neces- 
sary mathematical knowledge, and in 
the theory aud practice of their profes- 
sion, tuey weie yet in possession of only 
those common instruments used in the 
simple surveys of the settlements. 
The 


compass, chain and staff were the princi- 
pal resources. 
When the long straight 


lines ou the peninsula were to be run, 
after cutting broad viitos (30 called by 
the surveyors, aud also by Mason & 
Dixou, as well as by Maakelyne, the 
astronomer royal) through the forests, 
they rau their straight linen by sighting 
along several poles placed in advance, 
intending to locate the lines between the 
estabhaued points more carefully 
at 


aome more convenient time. 


Aud thus they established the Tangsnt 


Point. 


The work occupied them for nearly 


three years. But the magnates of the 
day, like many now-i-days, imagined 
theiewaa not science and energy enough 
at home,and so, on the 4!.h of August, 
1703, the Penne and Lord Baltimore 
employed in England, Charles Mason and 
Jeremiah Dixou,two mathematicians and 
surveyors, to take eaarge of the work. 
Tney arrived in Philadelphia November 
15. received their instructions from the 
Ooinmisaiouers December 9, 1763, aud 
proceeded to the work assigned them, in 
connection with some of the old survey- 


rs. 
They brought with them a full supply 


of the best instruments of that day ; 
among others, for astronomical observa- 
tions, an excellent sector, of aix feet 
radius, "which magnifled 
twenty-flve 


times," belonging t,o Hon. Mr. Penn, 
"the first which ever had the plumb line 
paaaing over and bisecting a point at the 
centre 
of 
the 
instrument." 
They 


brought alao excellent standard chains, 
and a brass standard measure of flve 
feet, provided by the Biyal Society. 


Baucrof t speaks of Mason and Dixon 


aa having ruu the line in J761. It was 
nor, commenced by them till 1764, and 
not completed by them until 1767, and 
not fluaily marked until 176S. See Bin- 
croft, vol II., p. 308, (Lnlrobe's ad- 
dress ) 


Maaon and Dixon first proceeded to 


determine the latitude of tbe southern- 
most point of the city of Philadelphia, 
which was "the north wall of the house 
hen occupied by Thomas Plumstead and 
Joseph Huddle, on the south side of 
Uedar street." 


It is recorded in their journal that in 


November 1763, they employed a carpen- 
er to construct an observatory in the 
iouWi part of Philadelphia. On the Oth 
if January, 1764, they determined its 
atituae, 39 deg. 56 min. 29sec. N. 
This 


vas the first astronomical calculation 
nd tliH fliat observatory in America.— 
Mtrobe's Address. 
They then carefully examined 


successfully conducted, and in May, 
1767, sent to the surveyors a delegation 
of Indians, with permission from the 
Six Nations to continue their surveys, 
and as an escort to protect them against 
the roving savages of the South. 


Ou tbe Ssh of June they recommenced 


their line at Little Allegheny. Ou the 
14th they had advanced as far as the sum- 
mit of the Great Allegheny, where they 
were joined by their escort of fourteen 
Indians, with an iuteipreter. Mason 
and Dixou now bad with them some 
thirty surveyors and ttfcoen axemen, 
besides tbe Indians. Mr. Latrobe says : 


Toe Indian escort seem 1,0 have had 


some vague apprehensions m regard to 
the results oi all tins gazmg into the 
heavens and measuring upon tbe earth, 
aud to have become restless and dissatis- 
fied, and on the 25.h of August the sur- 
veyors wrote tbat "Mr. John Green, one 
of the chiefs ot the Mohawk mttiou, and 
his uepbew leave them in ord«r to return 
to their owu country." Tne roving In- 
dians of the wilderness begau also to 
give tbe party of white men uneasiness, 
and on tne 29i.li ot Saptamoer twenty- 
six o£ the surveyors quit the work tor 
fear of the Suawuees. At length they 
teach a point 244 miles from the Dela- 
ware, aud witum 30 miles of tbe whole 
distance to be ruu. Aud here, in the 
bottom of a valley, ou tbe borders of a 
stream marked Dunkard creek on their 
map, they came to an Indian war path, 
winding its way through the forest. And 
here their Indian escort tell them time it 
is tbe will of me Six Nations that theSur- 
vey should be stayed. Tnere is no alter- 
native ; and retracing their steps, they 
return to Puiladelplna; and, reporting 
to the Commissioners, receive an honor- 
able discharge on tne 20th of December, 
1767. 


Tne following extract from an original 


manuscript dairy in possession of a gen- 
tleman of this city refers to the escort 
named above: 
NJJW YOHK, Friday, 13th Dec., 1767. 
Tms day came to towu from Puiladel- 


pbia eleven Mohawk Indians, who left 
Sir William Johnson's the 25lh of May 
last, and went down the Susquehanna to 
Ham's ferry, where Hugh Crawford, 
their conductor, joined them. 'Tis said 
that the day after the arrival there three 
of the Mohawk chiefs were met by ac- 
cident by the Oherokees, who thereupon 
very ceremoniously offered and smoked 
with them the calumet of peace. 


On the 19oh of June last the Mohawks 


went to Yorktowu, Pd., and afterwards 
proceeded with two surveyors (4Ir. 
Alason and Mr. Dixon) to run the line 
between Lord Baltimore and Mr. Penn. 
As they run this line througu the In- 
dians' lands, Sir William thought proper 
to send these Indun chiefs down. The 
famous Ilendnck is among them, and 
some other principal bead men of the 
Mohawk nation, who, finding the winter 
coming on, left the surveyors, in order 
to return home this way. 


The remainder of tbe line was run by 


other surveyors in 1782, but not com- 
pleted nor marked till 1784. Mr. La- 
trobe says :— 


At the end of every fifth mile a stone 


was planted, graven with thearmsof the 
Penn family ou one aide, and of Lord 
Baltimore on the other. The interme- 
diate miles were marked with smaller 
stones, having an M on one side aud a P 
on the other. The stones were all sent 
from Eaglaud. This was done aa far as 
Sideling Hill, but here all wheel trans- 
portation ceasing in 1766, the further 
marking was tbe vista, eignt yards wide, 
with piles of stone on the crests of all trie 
mountain ranges, built eight feet high, 
as far as tbe summit of the Allegheny, 
beyond which the line was marked with 
posts, around which stones and earth 
were thrown. 


Mason and Dixon, while here, also 


took the opportuuity to measure a de- 
gree of latitude, using the long tangnet 
line in Delaware for that purpose. They 
found the length of a degree of latitude 
in the provinces of Pennsylvania and 
Maryland, mean latitude of 39 12, to be 
363,771 feet, or 68:896 English statute 
miles. 


They were allowed during their sur. 


vey twenty-one shillings each per day. 
The commissioners appear to have set tied 
with them, without repudiating any por- 
tion of their pay—a fact which should be 
commended to the imitation of commis- 
sioners now-a-days. 


The amount paid by the Penns alone

and were subsequently elected members 
of the Royal Society. Mason was an as- 
sistant of Dr. Bradley at the Boyal Ob- 
servatory at Greenwich before he came 
to America. 


After their operations here they were 


employed under the direction of the 
Royal Society to observe the transit of 
Venus across the sun at the Cape of 
G-ood Hope in 1769—(Latrobe). Mason 
died in Pennsylvania iu 1787—(Encyclop. 
Americana). 


Dixon died at Durham, England, in 


1777 
—(L'lUnde Bibliographic A^tro- 


nomique, p. 50; quoted in Biographie 
Universelle, "Mason," where if- is said, 
on the same authority, "r/ne JDixvn etait 
nc dttns un mine de charbon ")

CONGRESS. 


Senator Beveridge, o< Indiana, Speaks lor 


the Administration. 


The Philippine question was debated in 


the Senate last Tutbday by Mr. Beveridge, 
of Indiana, one of the youngest, aud Mr. 
Hoar, of Massachusetts, one of the oldest 
Senators, the former representing the Ad- 
ministration. 


The text of Mr. Beveridge'e address was 


a resolution which he offered a few days 
ago, which declares "that tbe Philippine 
Islands are territory belonging to the Uni- 
ted States; that it is the intention of tbe 
United States to retain them as such, and 
to establish and tuantain such Governmen- 
tal control throughout the archipelago as 
the situation may demand." 


In the course of bis elaborate speech he 


said in part: I addresa the Senate at thia 
time because Senators and members of the 
House on both Bides have asked that I 
give to Congress and the country my ob- 
servations in the Philippines and the Far 
East, and the conclusions which those ob- 
servations compel, and because of hurtful 
resolutions introduced and utterances 
made in the Senate: every word of wbicli 
will cost and is coating the lives of Amer- 
ican soldiers. 


Mr. President, the times call for candor. 


The Philippinea are ours forever, "terri- 
tory belonging to the United States," aa 
the Constitution calls them. And just be- 
yond the Philippines are China's illimi- 
table nisrketa. We will not retreat from 
either. We will not repudiate our duty 
in the archipelago. We will not abandon 
our opportunity in the Orient. 


This island empire is the la«t land left 


in all the oceans. If it should prove a 
mistake to abandon it, the blunder once 
made would be irretrievable. If it proves 
a mistake to hold it, the error can be cor- 
rected when we will j every other progres- 
sive nation stands ready to relieve us. 


But to hold it will be no mistake. Our 


largest trade henceforth muat be with 
Asia. The Pacific is our ocean.

Fighting la Eelievprt to be no-n- lit 


Fighting is believed to be in progress on 


the Tugela river, Natal, but the results, if 
any, have not yet been made public. 


It is thought in London that General 


Buller has attacked the Boers at Port- 
gieter's Drift ou their right flank ; at 
Colenso, their center, andat Mount Hlang- 
wane on their left. As his army largely 
outnumbers that of General Joubert, he 
has a favorable opportunity to do this. 


The army operating under Bnller is 


now estimated as high as 60,000 men. 
General Joubert ia not believed to have 
more than 25,000 men. 


A dispatch from the Boer headquarters 


at Coleuso, sent Tuesday, r nd received in 
London Sunday night, says: "Every- 
thing points to a great battle within tbe 
next few days." 


A dispatch from Lord Roberts states 


that a cavalry recoimoiaean.ee from General 
Methuen's command penetrated 25 miles 
into the Orange Free State in the direc- 
tion oi Jacobedahl. Nothing was accom- 
plished except the reoonnoissance.

would not be practicable for General 
Methuen to invade the Free State from bis 
present position, because he would have 
to leave the railroad and strike out over 
open country, where he would probably 
not be able to feed hia troops.

THE W. IB. R. R.'S DEBT. 


A new complication has arisen in the 


financial affairs of the Western Maryland 
Railroad Company which may lead to the 
throwing of the property into court on an 
application for the appointment of a re- 
ceiver, Bays the Balto. Sim. 


In their investigations into the condi- 


tion of the railroad property the newlj 
appointed directors on the part of the city 
ascertained that the railroad bad a float- 
ing debt of $225,000. Obligations of the 
company are now coming due, and it 
needs money to tide it over its financial 
straits. The banka and individuals who 
have advanced the railroad money on call 
loans have refused any further advances 
without the city guarantees the payment 
of the eiisting debt of $225,000. 
This 


condition waa made known to the direct- 
ore of the company, and the city members 
of the board promptly called a meeting of 
the city finance officers, as there remains 
only two weeks in which to determine 
what is beat to be done in the matter. 
Thia meeting was held at the Mayor's 
office, City Hall, Friday afternoon. 


Comptroller Smith stated that after the 


condition of affairs and the exigencies of 
the care were laid before the meeting 
there was a general discussion ot what 
plan of financiering was best to be done 
by the city, or whether it was better to 
adopt no plan, but let matters take their 
course thereby placing the railroad in a 
position of being unable to raise money. 
This, he aaid, would in bis judgment, in- 
evitably lead to bankruptcy proceedings 
and the appointment of receivers, who 
could raise money on receivers' certificates 
and thus continue to operate tbe road. 


City Solicitor Carter said Friday night 


that the only question which had been 
referred to him to determine, as be under- 
stood it, was whether or not the Mayor 
and City Council could legally pass an 
ordinance guaranteeing the Boating indebt- 
edness of the Western Maryland in tbe 
face or the inhibition of tbe State Consti- 
tution against the city incurring a debt 
without legislative sanction. He further 
said that be would have opposed the 
reference to him as the City Solicitor by 
tbe finance officers of the city of all sug- 
gested measures of relief for the railroad 
because they were something with which 
he bad nothing to do. 


Mr. Carter naked if the securities held 


by the Western Maryland Railroad espe- 
cially tbe securities of the Harrishurg div- 
ision, which were assets of the road, were 
available for the purpose of raising funds. 
Mr. Carter replied tbat such securities 
were subject to the lien claims of tbe city 
under its 1S70 mortgage. Mr. Carter said 
tbat if the railroad could not pay its debts 
ou maturing floating temporary loans and 
could not raise more money to continue 
operations the city could, as tbe largest 
creditor, apply for a receiver in order to 
protect its claims and preserve the proper- 
ty. 


OPPOSED TO POSTAL PLAN. 


The feelings of those opposed to the new 


rural free delivery mail service iu Carroll 
county, Md., broke out last Thursday, 
when a muss meeting was held in Weat- 
tniobter to protest against its continuance. 


A cormuittee of two from each county 


district and one from each post-office 
which had been abolished was appointed 
to draft resiolutious. The committee after 
an hour's deliberation presented the fol- 
lowing lesolutions, which were adopted 
with three or four dissenting voices : 


WIIKRBAS, The free mail delivery as in- 


augurated in Carroll county has severely 
implied our mail service, and by the clos- 
ing of our post-offices has imposed great 
inconveniences and exposures of mail and 
a general curtailment of privileges ; 


And WHKKE.AS, We believe the system 


canuot be made practicaole even at an 
enormous expenditure of public money 
over and above that of the old system ; 


And WHEREAS, The inauguration of this 


system in Carroll county is in direct viola- 
tion ol the principles governing free deliv- 
ery as given in the Postal Code of Rules 
June 'JO, IS'JK, page SI ; therefore be it 


ftezdli < d, That we, citizens of Carroll 


county in meeting assembled, do hereby 
tuost earuef-tly, but cunet respectfully, pro- 
test against tbe continuance of tbe system 
jnd pray the restoration of the former ser- 
vice. 


Itttolitd, That a committee of five be 


appointed by the chairman of this meeting 
to pre-eiit this action to the Post-office J)e- 
paitmeut at Washington arid the Congress- 
man repi'eabtitiug the Second Congressional 
District of Maryland. 


BRIBERY TRIALS DODGED-

CONCERNING ROAD IMPROVEMENT. 


The State Road Commission organized in 


Philadelphia last week, and elected Hibberd 
Worrell President and John Hamilton Sec- 
retary. It has been decided to get to work 
immediately, in order to present a compre- 
hensive bill for the consideration of the Leg- 
islature next January. 


Mr. Worrell says that he has studied the 


road systems of Pennsylvania and other 
States. He states that the Commission's ap- 
pointed duty is to draft i, bill providing for 
better roads, which is to he submitted for the 
consideration of the nej:t Legislature, and 
that already steps had been taken to collect 
data from State? that are noted for good roads 
especially Massachusetts, New York and 
New Jersey. 


"There are 80,000 miles of road in this 


State and not more than 200 miles are ma- 
cadamized," Mr. Worrell continues, "that 
is exclusive of the turnpikes, with which the 
Commission is not concerned. 
The road 


•ystem in thin State is abominable. The laws 
are very crude, and a thorough overhauling 
is needed. 


"There is enough money raised in the 


various townships 
to pay for 
excellent 


roads," Mr. Worrell continues, "but in tire 
large majority of caiea it is wasted. 
It is 


the purpose of th** Commission to prepare a 
bill, the provisions of which will not impose 
liardshipa on the farmers, yet will give tliem 
better facilities to transport their products 
Tbere aro several plans that coudd be adopt- 
ed with benefit, but they are notyeEin shape 
to be announced publicly."

BRYAN OPENS CAMPAIGN. 


In his speech before the Jacksonian 


Club of Omaha, Neb., on tlie 8th, Mr_ 
Bryan practically opened his campaign 
for the Democratic Presidential nomina- 
tion.

The Adama County Fanners' Associa 


tion met in tbe Court-house last Saturday 
Tbia being tbe first meeting of tbe yea 
the old officers were re-eleoted for th< 
present year.

Ha told o 
an old farmer wbo saved all hia hen 
manure, mixed it with ashes aud applied 
it to corn ; another who mixed it with 
South Carolina rock and drilled with 
wheat. Be thought tbia the beet. 


P. L. Houck aaid he obtained splendid 


results by mixing ben manure with South 
Carolina rock plaster, and ashes and drill 
ing with wbeat. 
Has saw tbe effects o 


this application for several yeara on tbe 
grass. 


W. A. Mcllhenny thought ben manure 


and South Carolina rock a complete fertiti 
•er. 


W. M. Bigham said he mattered road 


dusl in the chicken bouse with 
tbe 


droppings occasionally. 
To prepare for 


use be sifted and mixed with South Caio 
Una rock and applied with drill. 


Charles Dietrick said be had used ealt 
ith hen manure with very good results. 
J,. F. Way bright thought we did iiotap' 


preoiate tbe value of hen manure as we 
should. He mUni it with South Carolina 
rook and kainit and applies to corn anc 
wheat with very good results. 


H. D. Bream said the Pennsylvania Ex- 


periment Station analyzed three samples 
of ben manure. Tbe flrat was taken from 
ohicken house from time to time, put in 
barrels and placed under shelter till end ol 
year. This sample showed a commercial 
value ol $4.79 per ton. Second sample 
taken from the house after laying one 
week showed a commercial value of about 
f!5 per ton. Third sample of fresh ma- 
nure showed a commercial value of $29 
per ton. 


Dr. Fries, ol State College, told tbe farm- 


ers at tbe Farmers' Institute, Dec. 12tb, 
tbat South Carolina rock waa tbe best 
ihing to uee with hen manure. It should 
)e sprinkled daily in tbe chicken house. 


The next aubjeot waa "What Should 


Tarmers Feed to their Mtlk Cows to pro- 
duce the Best Results?" 
P. L. Houok 


ftdvised cutting grasa early to make the 
beat hay and corn before the ftalke were 
dead to make the best fodder. Farmers 
hould raise as much of tbe feed on the 
arm as possible for their atock. Some 
cows will'do well on corn chop, others re- 
quire a different kind of feed, bran, oats, 
cottonseed meal oroil meal. As for him- 
elf he mostly uses corn and oats chop. 


Cyrua Driest aaid he agreed with Mr. 


Jouck in feeding corn and oats chop, also 
bought favorably of ensilage. 


W. A. Mcllbenny asked if any one 


'resent had had experience in sowing oats 
nd flaxseed mixed. Some one suggested 
owing the flaxseed separate.

YORK WANTS 
REIMBURSEMENT. 


IWnyor Says Tribute I.evled by Barly During 


the War Should be Paid ]>a«k. 


Mayor Geiee.of York, seat the following 


communications to City Council*, and it i 
eaid tbat the matter will be vigorously 
preised: 


'•Gentlemen : Since submitting my an 


anal message oil Jan. S, tbe following 
uews item iu the Baltimore S>MI has at 
tracted my attention : 


"'Washington, January 10.—Senato 


Wellington introduced a bill to-day to re 
fund to tbe oity of Frederick, Md., the 
sum of $200,000, levied by General Juba 
A. Early, the noted Confederate com 
mander, when he bad possession of th 
city in 1894. The bill recites that Fred 
erick wae a loyal town a'ud was entitlec 
to protection from the geoerl govern 
ineut; that, failiog to receive such pro- 
tection, tbe town fell into tbe bauds o 
General Early, who demanded tbe pay- 
ment of $200,000, Failing, he propoaed 
to burn and pillage the town. 
The 


money was paid by the citizens and Mr. 
Wellington wants it refunded. The aame 
bill was introduced in the House by Rep- 
resentative Peurre.' 


"I deem it proper to call the attention 


of Councils to this matter, inasmuch as 
York was similarly situated during the late 
war, and under a similar threat a sum ap- 
proximating nearly $50,000 exacted from 
jur citizens, which waa assumed and paic 
by our municipal authorities. This sum 
formed a part of tbe public indebtedness 
wheu York was incorporated iuto a city, 
aud the laat remnant of said debt was ouly 
receutly paid from tbe public treasury. 


"It might be of interest to our city and 


Councils or their finance committee to 
watch tbe progrees aud fate of tbe bill in- 
troduced by .Senator Wellington, which, 
if Kucceasful, would prove a precedent for 
tbe reimbursement ot our city for like ex- 
penditure. It aeems but just aud equit- 
able that a loyal city like Y'ork should 
lave its war losses thus incurred repaid by 
the govuruujtmt. 
Many loasea aud claims 


arising out of tbe war wbich contained less 
merit h».ie been sanctioned and paid by 
.be government since tbe cloaeof the war.

TIETH CENTURY WILL BRING 


TO THE FARMER OF THE 


UNITED STATES." 


S'AVER READ BY HON. K. Wll. BEIAM 


BEFORE THE KErBNT FARMEHS* IS8TI- 
TBTE. 


It requires no propbetic vision to fare- 


cast some things which the twentietlTcen- ', 
tury will bring to the farmers of the j 
United States. We can judge much of 
the future by the past. If we look back 
to tbe close of the eighteenth century, we 
find our country was bnt a huge forest, 
densely covered with timber, for which 
there was no market, no means of ship- 
ping if a market could have been found, 
no railroads, no telegraph ; the use of 
steam and electricity unknown to the 
farmer. 
Indeed the cultivation of the soil 


was eo crude that it scarcely rose to the 
dignity of farming. 
Even down to the 


close of tbe first half of the piesent cen- 
tury the seed was broadcasted over tbe 
land, stirred in with stick-cultivator and 
brush, and reaped with the sickle, to be 
tramped out by horses or oxen or threshed 
with the flail. 
But behold what God hath 


wrought in the latter half of the century. 
The steel chilled plow, the sulky cultiva- 
tor, the spring-tooth barrow, the spring 
hoe grain drill, tbe sleek, serpent-like 
grass mower, the clattering, broadsweep- 
ing harvester, the steam grain thresher, 
and countless smaller labor-saving in- 
ventions, which materially reduce tbe 
cost of production on th.e farm, in the 
dairy and the home. 


Population and consumption of wheat 


and how they will effect the farmers ot the 
United States: 


Few people realize how closely the 


world's supply of wheat is consumed from 
year to year. In 1897 the world's crop of 
wheat amounted 
to but 2,226,745,100 


bushels ; not enough by millions of bush- 
els to feed the population of the world, 
and millions of people had to go hungry ; 
resulting 
m famine in India, where 


thousands were reduced to starvation. 
In 


this country, where we nad a large surplus 
for export, Me farmers marketed the most 
profitable crop in years, which placed 
them in a prosperous condition. Our 
profits were largely increased beyond their 
normal legitimate' value by the 
bold 


operations of the speculator, Leiter, who 
thought he could corner tbe entire crop 
and make a princely fortune. 
He failed, 


and received but little sympathy, beiause 
liia gigantic operations were believed to 
have been actuated solely by selflsh greed 
for gain. 


In 1S9S the world's supply of wheat was 


unprecedentedly large, reaching tbe enor- 
mous figure of 2,879,940,000 bushels and 
it was generally regarded as largely in ex- 
cess of the demand. But let us aee. The 
world's population is estimated at over 
1,500,000,000. 
If half the people of tbe 


Globe could be supplied witti wheat at 
five bushels per capita, the usual estimate 
necessary to sustain life, it would require 
3,750,000,000 bushels 
to supply their 


wants, or 870,060,000 bushels more than 
the crop of 1898. 
The crop of the United 


States of 1899 amounted to 615,000,000 
bushels, of which we needed fcr food five 
bushels per capita—345,000,000 bushels ; 
to seed 47,000,000 acres 70,500,000 ; total 
bushels 415,500,000; leaving for export 
but 199,500,000 bushels. Sow, in 1SOO 
our population was 5,320,000. In 1900 it 
will be over 70,000,000, an increase in the 
century ot about, thirteen fold. If we 
should but double our population in the 
next thirtv years, which is a very low 
estimate, we would require in 1930 at five 
bushels per capita in round numbers for 
14Q,000,U)l) of people 700,000,000 bushels 
of wheat, to feed our own people, or 85,- 
000,000 bushels more than our oroo of 
1890. 


Great Britian eats up her wheat crop 


wifchiu three months from the harvest. 
She aione takes more than one-half of our 
export, paying us in 1898 nearly $100,- 
000,000 out of our total receipts of $177,- 
000,000. Our average exports are much 
larger, and will reach an average of nearly 
$400,000,000 annually. 


What means this rapidly increasing de 


mand for our breadstuffs, if it means not 
better prices, more money in the farmer's 
pocket, better times, better education for 
the farmer's children ? We must and will 
have largely increased railrpud facilities 
and more justice ; less discrimination 
against us, aud in order to get this we 
must bave r>,'tter reprenenuuion in the 
legislative bodies of our government. A 
higher culture among faruieis and more 


• confidence bttaeen thera will bring about 
this result. 


Rural mail delivery can be secured in 


the very near 'mure, if farmers are alert, 
and work together for it. It haa been 
tried in a number of localities with most 
satisfactory results to the post-office de- 
partment and m great convenience and 
advantage to the people. 
.Mail matter has 


largely increased wherever it bus been 
tried. It i« an advantage to the people in 
an educational way as well as in business. 
Many mere letters are written when the 
mail comes and goes regularly, and the 
circulation of magazines and all kinds of 
educational and

government cannot afford, and must not 
permit any unjust discrimination against 
him. 


What is true as to the prosnects for a 


rapidly increased demand for "our bread- 
stuffs applies with equal force to all cereals, 
as well as to our beef and live stock ex- 
ports. It will be thought perhaps that 
production will increase with the demand, 
bat it will not keep pace with it. Great 
Britian haa taken the alarm and is now 
discussing the advisability of erecting large 
elevators or storage bouses in which to 
store up food for her people against a day 
of scarcity. 
In this she is wise; and 


others, even ourselves may do well to 
profit by her example.

When domestic animals have an oppor- 


tunity to make a change of food they do 
so. This may be noticed when they are 
on the pasture, some being content with 
certain grasses while others will seek 
some other kinds. Tbe; also prefer a 
change at times iu the winter, especially 
when they receive no food of a succulent 
character. 
Provide ensilage, turnips, 


carrots or anv kind of food other tban 
dry grain and hay. 


It is just as necessary for a farmer to 


"get a reputation" as for tbe merchant 
to get to tbe top with a certain line of 
goods. 
When the farmer makes a spec- 


ialty of butter, eggs or any other article 
he should seek to introduce tbe (?ooda 
himself. It may not be eaeoumgii.g at 
first but bis products will in time become 
known. 


The thousands of shocks of corn on 


tbe ground on the farms along the rail- 
roads are evidences of tbe enormous 
waste of corn fodder that annually oc- 
curs. 
Some of this wet, frosted aud 


dry material is thrown into the barn- 
yard for the cattle to pick over, thus ex- 
posing the animals to tbe cold. There is 
considerable labor devoted to corn fod- 
der before it ia put in shock and such 
labor is thrown away because the fodder 
is left in the field to be injured. 
The 


use of the fodder when it is in good con- 
dition would permit of the sale of hay 
and thus ma-east the revenue. 


It is not for the lack of means that some 


farmers tail to oruacueut taeir farms 
with trees, evergreeua and paint. 
It 


costs but a small sum to plant evergreen 
to serve as wind-bittkes and they veiy 
mnch beautify a home when placed 
along the roads. 
JSvni, around the barn- 


yard evergreens are uaetul aud are super- 
ior fences on tbe dividing lines ot farme. 
Cattle in the uekls buih in summer and 
winter, vv til seek aliaclt aud piolection, 
and trees and evergretns will serve tbem 
admirably. 


In a warm climate Iruit is sufficient to 


sustain hie, but up in the Artie regions 
oil and fat are essential. Iu the feeding 
ot live stock the temperature of the at- 
mosphere should alwuys be considered. 
Hundreds of tarmeis feed the same 
ration the year round. So much corn or 
oats is given whether tbe season is win- 
ter or summer. The animals may eat 
all that is allowed, but they become fat 
in summer and do n )t gain in winter. 
During serverely cold weather a larger 
proportion of grain sbculd be given, es- 
pecially of corn, while the supply of 
bay should not be reduced. 


January ia the month to begin with 


farm accounts. 
It is just as important 


for a farmer to keep hooka as for a mer- 
chant to do so, as he will not be able to 
estimate the profit or loss at tbe end of 
tbe year unless he knowR how much has 
been expended and for what purpose. 
By keeping accounts tbe farmer will be 
more interested in tha mariet reports 
and become better informed. 
He should 


charge himself with atlicles consumed 
on tbe farm and also keep an account 
against each animal. 


There is a large difference in tbe pro- 


flts on cows, even when tbe same kinds 
of foods are given. 
The majority of 


dairymen are well aatiaflBd with a cow 
that will give as much as 10 quarts of 
milk a day for 300 days, and allowing IS 
quarts ot milk tor each ponnd of butter, 
sae would produce 3000 quarts of milk 
and 200 pounds of butter. 
Many cows 


do not approach such yields of milk and 
butter, but there are cows which give 
twice aa mucb uiilk as the quantity men- 
tioned aud also produce twice as much 
butter. The proUt is, therefore, large, 
because the greater the yield of an ani- 
mal the smaller the cost proportionately 


Heavy louro is the best soil for apple 


t"ees abd btjfoiB the youag tiees are put 
in plf.ce the ground should not only be 
plowed hut alao subsoiled, if possible, as 
well as burrowed Bue, the'same as tor a 
crop of gram. Eich tree should bsout 
back and all ipjnred roots removed. The 
holes for the trees should not, only be 
deep enough for the rools, but they 
ahould be large, so as to permit of 
spreading 'he roots and giving Ihrm 
ample room. Pill thp top soil in fits' 
trample well, pom en a bucket of watei 
and put out tap next, tres ; theu teturn 
to tbe Mist tree and nil up tbe earth to 
the surface, slightly hilling around the 
tree, 


All breeding females show a tendency 


to "breed bhck" to the original stock, 
for which rrsson only |ure bred males 
should be used in order to improve. A 
common herd or flock can be completely 
changed in a few years by breeding 
thiough tbe male line for the particular 
qualities desired. When an animal in 
allowed to produce young without re- 
gard to tbe future there is a loss and the 
al.ock is going back. 
There is no aland- 


still iu bleeding. The object should be 
to endeavor to have better stock every 
year, for then the animals will be more 
valuable and they will yield more in 
products. 


EECENT experiments by the experts 


of the Fish Commission in Washington 
have demonstrated that genuine pearls 
of high quality may be grown in aquari- 
uma, fountains, fish ponds, and in any 
other pools of water which can sustain 
mussels, oyaters and other molluska that 
emit nacre, and beautiful iiidescent se- 
cretions of which pearls are made.
